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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 3 and 4 in the reply filed 
oh 3/7/05 is acknowledged. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: On line 6, 
apparently "vehicular" should be - - vehicle - -. Appropriate con-ection is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In regard to claim 3, the "hood of the vehicle", line 4, is inferentially included as 
part of the claimed combination of elements rendering the claims indefinite as to 
whether the combination of a fuel filler system and vehicle hood or subcombination of a 
fuel filler system is intended to be claimed. Should applicant intend the "vehicle hood" 
to be a positive element of the claimed combination, then structural antecedent basis 
should be provided therefor. If not, the terminology "adapted to be" could be used (i.e., 
and adapted to be located in the center...). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claim 4 will be allowed when the objected to subject matter is corrected. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Vickers and Brandl et al. reference pertain to various fuel 
filler systems having similar structures to that of the Applicant's.
